Marcus R. Sulzer dies at ripe old age of 79, after full life of service to community. 
President of B’nai B’rith and last surviving trustee of the Madison synagogue.

ARCUS RAPHAEL SULZER,

“Be it resolved that Junior H1dassah nationally 
become a coordinating organization of the Ameri- 
ean Youth Congres‘s to study youth problems, and 
be it further resolved that it participate in the 
effective solution of such problems when the 
nation®l board deems action advisable.” 


The 20,0C0 girls of Junior Hadassah are to be 
congratulated on the awareness of the pressing 
problems facing youth in America today and their 
realization of the fact that the welfare not only 
ef their home country here but their Zionist 
homeland across the seas depends upon the pres- 
ervotion of democrecy everywhere, and its restor- 
ation or inception where it has not yet become 
established.

Plans for religious educaticn in public schools 
attacked by Rabbi Louis I. Newman.—The “New 
York Herald-Tribune” on Sunday, Nov. 19, reports 
that “religious training in schools is being seri- 
ously considered by the city.” “The board of edu- 
eation is seriously considering the introduction of 
religious instruction in the city’s public schools,” 
says the article, “a practice zealously guzrded 
against throughout the schools 100 years in order 
to safeguard the American tradition of the separa- 
tion of chyrch and state. The schcol board has 
been subjected to unvsual pressure in recent 
months by members of re'igious denominations, 
both Protestant end Roman Catholic, who want 
to see religiovs training introduced in the schools. 
These persons last May obtained from the State 
Board of Regents an opinion which would permit 
the school board to adopt some plan to release 
children from their regular classes during school 
hours and send them to outside institutions for 
religious instruction.” Thus is appears that the 
advocates of the “release plen” are continuing 
their prop9g?nda, and that they may win out. 
I believe with multitudes of others that it wil] be 
deplorab’e if the pvblic school system is thus in- 
terfered with, in the name of sectarian religious 
training. To be sure, we Jews can make good 
use of the program for the intensification of the 
instruction of our boys and girls; moreover, we 
have fine buildings in which to conduct this edu- 
e2tion. But the plan will open the door to many 
il’s, and will, I think, mark a structural change in 
the nature of American democracy. Divisiveness 
will set in; group will be set off against group; 
and the religious issue will be thrust into public 
edveation. Americans interested in religion, but 
also in che preservation of our liberalism; should 


speak up in protest before it is too late.
